Dr.  Tommy  King,  one  of  Dr.  Kennedy's 
sted  administrators,  served  as  interim  president  immediately  after  Dr.  Kennedy  passed  away.  Dr. 

officially  assumed  the  presidency  as  the  ninth  president  in  the  school's  history  and  the  first  Carey 
iuate  to  ever  serve  in  that  capacity.  The  impressionable  legacy  he  will  leave  was  immediately 
evident  as  we  watched  the  construction  of  the  new  dorms  and  other  capital  improvement  plans  begin. 
We  then  suffered  another  great  loss  when  Cindy  Houdeshell  Morris,  director  of  housing,  suddenly 
passed  away  on  January  16,  2007.  Morris  maintained  a  commitment  to  the  Universit)',  as  well  as  to  the 
tudents  that  will  make  life-long  impressions  on  those  who  were  blessed  in  knowing  her.

On  Sept.  2 1 ,  2006,  Dr.  Larry  Wells  Kennedy,  the  eighth  president  of  William  Carey  University,        ] 
died  of  complications  from  Lou  Gehrig's  disease.  Hundreds  of  students,  faculty,  family,  and 
friends  gathered  in  memoriam  on  Saturday,  Sept.  23  in  the  Dumas  L.  Smith  Auditorium  for 
a  tearful  celebration  of  the  life  and  work  of  this  successful  leader.  Perhaps  one  of  the  most  important  things 
to  reaUze  about  Kennedy  is  while  he  was  a  great  teacher,  pastor,  and  university  president,  he  will  also  be 
remembered  as  a  great  friend,  colleague,  and  family  member. 

C  C  For  me,  the  death  of  Dr.  Larry  Kennedy  is  not  only  the  passing  of  a  college  president,  the  loss 
of  an  outstanding  leader,  and  the  departure  of  a  gifted  preacher,  teacher,  and  pastor,  but  it  is  the 
home-going  of  a  dear  friend,"  Dr.  Jim  Futral,  executive  director- treasurer  of  the  Mississippi  Baptist 
Convention,  said. 

\   I   Ihe  students  of  William  Carey  University  knew  Kennedy  as  a  leader  who  related  to  them  on  a 
I      personal  level.  "Dr.  Kennedy  individualized  each  student.  He  never  saw  me  without  speaking  to 
^    me,  and,  even  after  he  was  diagnosed,  he  came  to  the  theater  s  productions  because  he  knew  that  it 
meant  a  lot  to  see  him  there,"  said  Mandy  Jackson,  senior  theater  major.  "There  is  a  lot  to  learn  from  the  way  that 
Dr.  Kennedy  led  his  life.  I  hope  that  he  realized  what  an  impact  he  made  on  the  world." 

Kennedy  made  tremendous  progress  during  his  tenure  at  Carey,  which  began  in  1991.  He 
served  as  professor  of  religion,  dean  of  the  Cooper  School  of  Missions  and  Biblical  Studies 
and  vice  president  of  church  relations  until  October  1997  when  he  began  his  term  as  interim 
president.  In  1998  he  was  named  president/ chief  executive  officer  of  the  university.  As  president  of  WiUiam 
Carey  University,  Kennedy  was  responsible  for  eradicating  the  university's  $7.5  million  debt  10  months  ahead 
of  schedule  and  launching  a  building  project  which  included  cosmetic  work  for  nearly  every  building  on 
campus,  the  construction  of  Donnell  Hall,  new  dormitories,  and  several  other  new  buildings  that  are  to  be 
constructed  over  the  next  few  years.  Kennedy  has  also  been  credited  for  the  massive  rise  in  enrollment  that  took 
place.  Enrollment  in  Hattiesburg  went  up  from  1,980  to  3,000  students;  the  Gulfport  campus  saw  the  largest 
commencement  in  Carey's  history  with  550  graduates.  Kennedy  was  also  a  respected  pastor  and  reUgious  leader. 
He  pastored  churches  in  Miss,  in  addition  to  serving  on  the  International  Mission  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  writing  articles  for  various  publications,  and  having  two  books,  "Down  with  Anxiety"  and  "God's 
Answers  to  Human  Dilemmas"  published  by  Broadman  Press. 

C  C  Even  during  the  lowest  times  of  his  life,  Kennedy  praised  God  by  reaching  out  to  others,"  said  Stan 
Burton,  Vice-Chairman  of  the  WCU  Board  of  Trustees.  "Rather  than  sink  into  depression.  Dr. 
Kennedy  would  write  hundreds  of  personal  notes  to  friends,  church  members,  and  others  thanking 
them  for  what  they  were  doing  for  the  Kingdom  and  for  their  friendship  and  support." 

CC  Dr.  Kennedy  was  a  wonderful  person  to  work  with.  I  never  thought  I  would  miss  picking  up  his 
crumpled  pieces  of  paper  off  the  floor  and  hearing  "bless  you"  at  least  once  a  day.  I  also  miss  sending 
his  witty  emails  (no  one  knew  if  they  were  serious  or  not).  I  thank  God  for  the  opportunity  that 
I  had  to  work  so  closely  with  him.  It  was  one  of  the  blessings  of  my  life,"  said  Colleen  Lawless,  administrative 
assistant  to  the  President.  Though  much  can  be  said  about  Kennedy's  professional  career,  most  remember  him 
for  his  humble,  dignified  manner  and  his  ability  to  reach  out  to  people.
